Truly we never know what w day will 
bring forth in this city. As I have re- 
marked. before, we get a fresh « thrill 
' almost’ every day, Judge of our-surprise 
on Tuesday morning to I¢arn that during 
the night Marshal Chang, Tso-lin and the 
bulk of the troops he had brought with 
him had departed from Peking. The 
news was almost stunning. To those with 
apy knowledge at all it came as o holt 
from the blue, for it meant,,in: common 
parlance, that we were not out of “the 
wood. yet.

This povsible danger could only 
‘come from the numerically greater hody 
of troops in and.around the city..which 
still own allegiance to Feng Yu-hsiang 
notwithstanding his resignation or the 
fact that he was living in’ seclusion at the 
Western Hills. The fact that Feng’s men 
still “boss the.show " in Peking proves 
that. they” ure determined not to relin- 
quish their hold here until arrangements 
satisfactory to then are made. The plot 
which I mentioned in my last writing:
